FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 
PtU'tliex' I>y the JfXnUic 
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A telegraph despatch has been received al 

the Foreign Office from Viscount Stratford dw 

Kedcliffe, dnted 'Jhciapia, October 12, state- 

ing that the IIuSmQus attacked Kara on the 

29th of .September, and were repulsed, after 

a conflict of seven hours, with a loss of 2500 

killed, and twice that number wounded. Up- 

wardi of 4000 muskets were left on lliu field. 

The loss of the Turks about 700 killed and 
wounded. 

The following ditpalch has been received py 
his Excellency the Ottoman minister at Lon- 
don : — 

"Constantinople, October 13.— An official 
report received from the general commanding 
at Kars, under date of the 29th nil., announces 
the. following;— The Russians bad attacked 
Kars the same day. The combat lasted eight 
hours; and during the struggle, which could 
not hare been of a more deadly character, the 
enemy, after repeated eflorl> made With its full 
strength, succeeded in entering some of the 
bat'erie*., but was repulsed with very heavy 
lor.ses. After having made considerable ef- 
forts, the Uustian* were compelled lo yield be* 
fore Ihc courage of our brave soldiers, and lo 
retire in u state of complete confusion, la 
addition to the dead and wounded removed du- 
ring the action, 1000 were left in the trenches 
and ihc environs of the fort re si ; 100 prisoners 
were made, and one caiman captured. Our 
losses amount lo 700 or 800 men. auionirM 
whom we have to deplore lliu death of >e Veral 

superior oilieers. 'i lie Russians are preparing 

to retreat and to abandon the Mrge. !t 

IIamuuko', October 15, — -A private dis- 
patch has been received here, purporting to be 
authentic, *vliich >lale.s ttut, in consequence of 
the defeat of the 29th of September, the Kus- 
riaus are preparing to retreat, having resolved 
to raise the siege of Kars. The battle was 
fought with extiaordinary animosity on the pari 
of the Russians, who cenfess to only -100 kill- 
ed. 

RUSSIAN ACCOUNT, 

A dispatch received from St. Petersburg 
states that on the 29th of September the Rus- 
sian army attacked Kars. 

In consequence of several officers of high 
rank having been killed or wounded early io 
the action, tho assult was unsuccessful. 

General Moucavieffadds that, notwithstand- 
ing their louts, the Russian troops captured 
14 Turkish flags, and that the blockade of Kars 
is reestablished on (lie same footing as before 
tin attack.

ijdeiable. In the evening, six allied steamers 
cannonaded the fortrc;\ of Kinburn, which sue 
cesifully replied to their fire, nnd damaged one 
Steamer- Kroiu the Crimea there is no news 
of inipor lance. Ihe allies conlinuo to occupy 
the heights facing the valley of Bainar.
